OFSTED INSPECTORS RATE 
SCHOOL AS ‘OUTSTANDING’ 


A SOUTHEND school is among 
less than 50 secondary schools in 
the country to have been judged 
‘outstanding’ in every aspect of its 
work by Ofsted. 

Just before Christmas, Ofsted 
inspectors measured Southend 
High School for Girls against 31 
criteria and the school gained the 
‘outstanding’ rating in all. 

The school, in Southchurch 
Boulevard, has now achieved the 
top grade in three successive full 
inspections. 

The report, published last 


Tuesday, states: “Teaching is 
excellent, never less than good and 
effective in promoting outstanding 
progress and sustained high levels 
of attainment. 

“The behaviour of students is 
‘excellent’ and ‘students thorough¬ 
ly enjoy school.” 

It also mentions student contri¬ 
butions to the school and the wider 
community are excellent. 

Headteacher, Alison Clewlow, 
was thrilled with the result of the 
inspection.

recognised by this report and that 
the excellent work of the staff, the 
students’ pride in their school, 
their attitude to learning and the 
strength of the sixth form have 
been given the best possible grad¬ 
ing.” 

Inspectors also reported the cur¬ 
riculum is ‘innovative’ and ‘pro¬ 
vides a very wide range of subjects 
to support students’ achievement 
of academic excellence’.

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HISTORY: Southend’s Vulcan Restoration Trust celebrated the 25th anniversary of the plane’s arrival in Southend.

MEMBERS of Southend’s Vulcan Restoration 
Trust held a meeting last month to celebrate the 
25th anniversary of the plane’s arrival in Southend. 

The Vulcan ^426 bomber, which was part of 
the nuclear deterrent force and carried the Blue 
Steel Cruise missile, arrived in Southend airport 
on December 19, 1986 and has been there ever 
since. 

The plane was purchased in 1986 by Roy 
Jacobsen of Croydon, who had intended to fly it in 
air shows. 

However, the plane sat dormant at the airport for 


three years and was due to be scrapped until sever¬ 
al local enthusiasts vowed to save it and formed the 
trust in 1989. 

Trust members met at the airport’s Lancaster Bar 
on December 19 to celebrate the 25th anniversary 
of its arrival. 

Engineer Kevin Packard, a founding member of 
the trust, said: “We wanted to be there at the air¬ 
port. We felt it was fitting to celebrate 25 years 
since the Vulcan arrived. We illuminated the plane 
and reminisced about how it arrived and what a 
remarkable achievement it is that we’ve managed 
to get it up to the current standard and get it alive. 

“It just stood around from 1986 until 1989, 


incurring parking charges. The airport threatened 
to chop it up. We got together, took ownership and 
saved it from the scrap man. You just can’t let an 
aircraft like that be cut up. It’s a part of aviation 
history.” 

There is only one air-worthy Vulcan left in the 
UK but the Southend Vulcan is allowed to taxi 
around the airport. 

Mr Packard continued: “There are a number of 
dead Vulcans in museums but our aim is to have a 
live one that you can hear and experience.” 

The trust is currently trying to raise £30,000 to 
carry out vital restoration work.

The robber is 
deseribed as white, 
aged in his late teens, 
about 5ft lOins tall, slim 
but not skinny build, 
straight light brown 
hair, elean shaven, 
wearing a light 
eoloured knee length 
eoat whieh was done up 
and dark trousers - pos¬ 
sibly jeans. 

Investigating offieer 
PC Simon Laurie of 
Southend CID Target 
Team said: “This was a 
partieularly nasty attaek 
on an unsuspeeting 
lady. She was making 
her way home from 
work as many of us do 
on a daily basis. 

“I appeal to anyone in 
the area at the time who 
saw or heard anything 
to eome forward and 
speak to me. 

“I am also keen to 
traee the bag whieh is a 
blaek Ralph Lauren 
earry bag and is likely 
to have been disearded 
in the immediate area. 

“In light of this reeent 
ineident I also appeal 
for eommuters to be 
aware when leaving the 
train stations and walk¬ 
ing home. We all 
beeome eomplaeent in 
an area that we are 
familiar with and I 
eneourage everyone to 
extra vigilant.”

A COUNTY councillor has slammed changes 
made to Essex County Council’s rules on 
expenses, which he claims have made it easi¬ 
er to ‘abuse the system’. 

Liberal Democrat Barry Aspinell, who rep¬ 
resents Brentwood North, was one of the 
members who opposed the changes from the 
time they were first discussed. 

The move means councillors can now sub¬ 
mit claims without senior members checking 
them first, claim mileage without any receipts 
and pay for hospitality on the premise that it 
makes the council look good. 

Councillors altered three sections of the 
Members Allowances Scheme in a meeting on 
October 11, 2011. 

Rules now say councillors can provide hos¬ 
pitality to third parties under ‘exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances’, such as ‘buying lunch for the 
purpose of managing the reputation of the 
council’. 

Mr Aspinell, who refuses to claim expenses, 
said the new rule was far too vague because 
any lunch bought for a third party could be 
considered to reflect well on the council. 

“Councillors shouldn’t be claiming for 
lunches at all,” fellow councillor Theresa 
Higgins said.

The pair also criticised changes to travel 
expense rules, allowing VAT-registered coun¬ 
cillors to claim mileage without submitting 
any receipts. 

Mr Aspinell said: “It’s a nonsense. If you 
don’t have receipts, how do we know the jour¬ 
ney has even been undertaken?” 

Mrs Higgins agreed, saying; “That is open 
to abuse. I have to keep all my receipts and 
scan them in. Anybody not having to follow 
the same rules as everybody else doesn’t 
seem right.” 

In another alteration, councillors said 
deputy cabinet members would no longer 
have expenses checked by their cabinet 
members.Mr Aspinell said: “These changes 
are absolutely absurd. I don’t think council¬ 
lors should have any expenses. Our 
allowances are sufficient to cover lunch and 
travelling. The cabinet members certainly do 
not get paltry allowances. They get a good 
screw. 

“This just typifies what some councillors 
believe their position in society is. They think 
they’re above the rest and have a god-like sta¬ 
tus.” 

The Taxpayers Alliance also criticised the 
changes. 

Campaign manager Robert Oxley said: “It’s 
shocking that Essex County councillors have 
quietly relaxed the scrutiny of their own 
expenses. 

“Most employees in business have to submit 
receipts and have them signed off when they 
make a claim. Local politicians shouldn’t 
expect to be treated any differently. 

“These new rules are far too vague to 
ensure taxpayers are getting value for money 
from members’ claims.” 

But party leaders dismissed the concerns. 

Essex Liberal Democrat party leader Tom 
Smith-Hughes said he did not see a problem 
with the changes. 

He said: “If councillors choose not to claim 
expenses then that is their right, but I don’t 
believe allowances should be taken away. 
That wouldn’t be good for democracy 
because only the wealthy could afford to be 
councillors.” 

Mr Smith-Hughes said he had initial con¬ 
cerns over the changes but was ‘given assur¬ 
ances’ that the head of governance could 
‘strike out’ dodgy claims. 

He added that VAT receipts do not prove 
that a journey has been undertaken, so it does 
not make any difference that councillors no 
longer have to submit them. 


Councils object 
plans to build on 
Green Belt land 

TWO COUNCILS have lodged written objec¬ 
tions over plans to build a permanent site for 
‘travelling showpeople’ on greenbelt land. 

Rawreth Parish Council and Rayleigh Town 
Council have both criticised the planned devel¬ 
opment opposite Goldsmith Drive, in Rayleigh. 

The plot would include space for mobile 
homes, caravans and the ‘maintenance and 
repair of showground vehicles and equipment’. 

A letter from Rawreth Parish Council said the 
plan was ‘inappropriate’ and it contravened the 
area’s core strategy. 

It said: “Council also consider that there can 
be no greater harm to the greenbelt and sur¬ 
rounding area than covering this entire area of 
agricultural land with hard standing.” 

Rayleigh Town Council lodged a similar 
objection. 

Several residents have also sent angry letters 
to Rochford Council. 

One wrote: “Goldsmith Drive and its adjoining 
roads are designated bridle paths and are busy 
all the time with horse riders. Any increased use 
of this unmade road by totally unsuitable vehi¬ 
cles will be a recipe for disaster. 

“This area suffers regular and prolonged 
power cuts. If this application is granted another 
six dwellings will be hooked up to an already 
outdated system. This can only have dire conse¬ 
quences.” 

Speaking last week, Rawreth Parish Council 
leader Lyn Hopkins said: “It’s totally against all 
the principles of the greenbelt. There’s going to 
be discharge of oils and all sorts of awful things 
for the environment when they fix their vehicles 
and equipment.” 

Rochford Council is expected to make a deci¬ 
sion by Lebruary 2.

NO WONDER the person 
who blamed high electricity 
and gas bills on the cost of 
renewables wanted to remain 
anonymous - such ill- 
informed attitudes will get 
people killed (YA 14/12). 

So let’s get our facts 
straight. The primary reason 
why electricity and gas bills 
are rising is because of the 
inability of Ofgem, the indus¬ 
try regulator, to limit the 
exorbitant profits being 
creamed off the backs of a 
nation in recession. 

The second main reason for 
price rises is that British gas 
supplies are in rapid decline 
and in 2010 we had to import 
40 per cent of our gas. 

Worse still, imported gas is 
becoming ever more expen¬ 
sive to extract as global sup¬ 
plies diminish. The controver¬ 
sial ‘fracking’ process, to get 
more gas out of the ground. 


may ease price pressures but 
we must nevertheless expect 
gas to cost around 20 per cent 
more, in real terms, in 2020 
than it does now. 

Due to rising gas prices, the 
cost of on-shore wind will be 
on price parity with gas by 
2016. Off-shore wind power 
costs a little over 30 per cent 
more than on-shore winc^ so 
we will not get price parity 
between gas and off-shore 
wind power until around 
2025. 

The brutal reality is that if 
we carry on using gas ever 
faster, then the price will rise 
ever more quickly, with more 
people falling into fuel pover¬ 
ty and more people dying in 
winter as they struggle to heat 
their homes. 

If the people of South Essex 
want to protect the less well 
off they need to demand the 
construction of the on-shore 
wind farms proposed for the 
Dengie Peninsular. They need 
to demand the cheaper energy 
they will bring and the jobs 
boost this area desperately 
needs.

My dog 
need not 
have died if 
the right 
information 
was 

available 

WE RECENTLY lost our 
four-year-old much loved 
family pet to GDV - Gastric 
Dilatation-Volvulus. 

Had we known about this 
health risk in our dog 
(Doberman), we would have 
certainly took precautions 
beforehand. In the space of 
six hours he deteriorated from 
a young healthy dog and died. 

Apparently it is the second 
leading killer of dogs, after 
cancer. 

GDV is most common in 
deep-chested or large to giant 
breed dogs between two and 
ten years of age. Many large 
dogs are in this at risk group. 

Initial treatment of GDV 
will include emergency treat¬ 
ment for shock with intra¬ 
venous fluids, drug therapy, 
and decompression of the 
stomach. But time is of the 
essence and in a space of one 
hour if veterinary help is not 
sought it can be too late and 
the dog can die. 

Surgery is the recommended 
treatment to untwist and stabi¬ 
lize the stomach. To prevent 
recurrence, the stomach must 
be attached to the abdominal 
wall, known as gastropexy. 

This procedure can be per¬ 
formed when the dog is 
spayed/neutered. 

Everyone who owns a large 
deep chested breed should 
have this sort of information 
on hand and read through it 
for future reference. 

I wish I had known my dog 
was at risk as I would certain¬ 
ly have had the gastropexy 
performed at the same time 
we had him castrated. 

There should be more 
knowledge made available in 
vet surgeries and not just the 
flea posters that seem to be 
everywhere. 

I am so angry that more 
information about GDV is not 
readily available as my dog 
need not have died and we 
would not be mourning his 
death.

Debt collectors being sent 
in to recover library fines 


AN AMERICAN debt collection 
agency will be chasing overdue 
library books across the county - 
and the people who failed to 
return them on time. 

Essex County Council is to 
employ Unique Management 
Services (UMS) for a three month 
trial period, to recover fines on 
overdue items from its libraries. 

Last year the authority claimed 
around £648,000 in fines and say 
it could have been considerably 
more with more resources. 

A council spokeswoman said 
the agency would only look at 
people who owed more than £20. 

“This is just a trial at the 


moment. The agency has worked 
successfully elsewhere in the UK, 
including Kent,” she added. 

The council, which has 73 
libraries, charges lOp each day 
for overdue books, CDs and CD- 
ROMS capped at £4.70 a week. 

Children’s books and some 
items borrowed by disabled peo¬ 
ple are exempt from overdue 
charges. 

UMS - which has recovered 
fines and books or libraries in 
North America, Australia, New 
Zealand and the UK since 1996 - 
claims to use a ‘gentle nudge’ to 
persuade people to return over¬ 
due items.

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Park steeped in royal history 


LIZ WADE visits Bedfords Park in Havering-atte-Bower, which has been given a 
new lease of life following its royal past 


A FORMER Royal hunting ground still 
holds onto its past thanks to its fan- 
tastio parkland and its herd of Red 

Deer. 

As well as being a hunting ground in the 
15th Century the land, now known as 
Bedfords Park in Havering-atte-Bower, was 
mentioned in records from 1212 when its 
was taken by King John as forfeiture for 
murder. 

It was given to William D’Aubigny, earl of 
Arundel, for the rent of just one 
Sparrowhawk a year, before being passed 
between various owners and becoming part 
of the Gidea Hall Estate, which belonged to 
Sir Thomas Cooke, Lord Mayor of London. 

But it was not until the late 1700 that the 
park began to develop its current character, 
which it was bought by John Heaton, a pro¬ 
gressive landowner and a financial and legal 
advisor for the Duke of Devonshire, who 
built an impressive manor house there. 
Between 1865 and 1870 another owner, 
Charles Barber, went on to plant a wide 
range of exotic trees including Monkey 
Puzzle, Wellingtonia and Cedar of Lebanon 
- many of which are still there today. 

Romford Council bought the park in 1932, 
opened it to the public in 1934 and intro¬ 
duced a captive herd of Red Deer as a 
reminder of the area’s Royal hunting days.

The deer live in a large enclosure opposite 
the park’s visitor centre and include large 
males who stand around 140cm tall at their 
shoulder and weigh up to 200kg, as well as 
females and youngsters. The herd is fasci¬ 
nating to watch and is a major attraction to 
families with children, who like to feed them 
carrots, especially at Christmas time. While 
you are sure to see Red Deer on your visit 
you may even be able to spot wild deer in 
the park as the area is frequented by Roe 
and Muntjac Deer, which can sometimes be 
seen in the grounds early in the morning. 

The park’s former manor house is unfortu¬ 
nately long gone as, although it was used 
as for a while as a museum, it eventually 
became derelict during the Second World 
War and was demolished in 1959. 

A cafe attracted many visitors to the park 
in the 60’s, 70’s and 8(5’s but numbers 
declined when it was closed and its wasn’t 
until fairly recently that the park was given a 
new lease of life thanks to a partnership 
between Havering Council and Essex 
Wildlife Trust. Thanks to this a Visitor Centre 
was built on the site of the former mansion 
and opened in 2003 and now offers a range 
of benefits, from refreshments for walkers 
and information about wildlife in the park, to 
a gift shop and a long list of events for visi¬ 
tors to enjoy. 

Bedfords Park covers an area of 210 
acres, from a level of around 45 metres 
above sea level, right up to 104 meters 
above sea level, near its the main entrance 
at BroxhIII Road. This height offers fantastic 
views across Essex, London and Kent and 
an information board outside the Visitor 
Centre clearly marks everything you can see 
including Canary Wharf almost 12 miles 
away, the Millennium Dome 11 miles away, 
the QEII Bridge 10-and-a-half miles away, 
and Dagenham Ford Site’s Wind Turbine 
six-and-a-half miles away.

While the upper section of the park is 
more landscaped its lower section is man¬ 
aged for wildlife, and includes hay mead¬ 
ows, mature woodland and scrub. The 
whole area offers a range of valuable habi¬ 
tats for wildlife including rich wildflower 
meadows where you will find Pignut and 
Ragged Robin in the spring, and ponds, 
streams and marshy areas that attract a 
wide variety of butterflies, dragonflies and 
damselflies. Its woodlands also attract 
Woodpeckers, while hundreds of Rooks, 
Crows and Jackdaws roost near the deer 
pen during the winder 
The park’s Visitor Centre runs a number of 
events throughout the year, many of which 
are ideal for families. Up-and-coming events 
include a secondhand book sale on 
Saturday and Sunday, January 14 and 15, 
and a Garden Bird Weekend, between 
10am and 4pm on February 11 and 12, 
which offers advice on looking after garden 
birds, the chance to make pine cone bird 
feeders and buy nest boxes, bird food and

feeders. You can also get the chance to 
make a nest box on Saturday for a £5 
donation (advance booking required). 

Monday Funday on February 13 includes 
nature and wildlife themed activity and craft 
sessions in the morning and afternoon for

Thursday, February 16, there are three 
events which need to be pre-booked includ¬ 
ing a Family Activity Morning Wake up from 
Winter session from 10am to noon, a family 
afternoon Creature Detective event from 
1.30-3.30pm, and an Owl Evening from 7- 
9pm which includes a talk and the chance 
to see owls flying. 

It also runs a Caterpillar PreSchool Club 
which meets on the last Wednesday of 
every month, as well as every Wednesday 
morning in the school holidays, and offers 
wildlife themed outdoor and indoor activi¬ 
ties, and arts and crafts. The next meeting 
is from 10am to noon on Wednesday, 
January 25, and spaces, which cost £5 per 
child, have to be booked.

Tenant Question 

I rent a small unfurnished family home to a couple and their kids in Wesfeliff The tenants have 
been with me for several years and have been no problem really, Recently I noticed that they 
have been gradually filling the small garden with junk. It started with a few chairs and boxes, 
now the collection includes a grubby old mattress, disintegrating chest of drawers, an old telly 
and a small rusty trampoline. I’m rather embarrassed about it because the place looks like 
such a state in what is otherwise quite a pleasant, tidy street, What can I do about the junk? Is 
it my responsibility to clear the junk from the garden? Or can I ask my tenant to do it? 

Think Property Answer 

Let’s get the question of responsibility straight first. It’s up to the tenant to clear this junk and 
any standard AST should have some sort of provision for this. Certainly at the end of the 
tenancy you can expect them to dispose of it. If they fail to do that, an appropriate deduction 
could be made from their deposit, 

But we take it you want to deal with the junk sooner than the end of the tenancy. We think you 
have several options: Clear it yourself: Be sure to get the tenants’ agreement for this and their 
do it with their full knowledge, If you have a suitable vehicle, you could just clear the junk 
yourself and tip it, It shouldn’t be a massive job. Make it easy for the tenants to clear: Ask the 
tenants to clear the junk and let them know how they can do that. Very often your local 
authority will offer the service and deal with disposal of bulky items. It is often free too. Find out 
if your local council offers such a service and tell your tenants how to book it

Government must do more to 
increase supply of new homes 

The Government is being urged to pledge New Year's resolution to the housing industry after fresh 
data shows that there was a year-end drop in residential property building levels. 

The National House Building Council (NHBC) wants the Government to keep housebuilding high 
on its agenda for 2012, after figures released by the organisation today reveal that the total number 
of new homes registered remained static in 2011 compared with 2010. 

There was little relief for the housebuilding industry at the end of 2011, with the number of new 
homes registered with NHBC in the UK having reached 115,020 by the end of 2011, below the 
115,458 new homes registered in 2010 figures. 

In 2007, when house building was at a pre-recession high, this figure was almost double, with 
200,700 new homes registered that year. 

Following a relatively stable level of registrations through the first half of 2011, figures declined in 
the final quarter of 2011, to 21,152, down from 27,262 in Q4 2010. 

Commenting on the year, NHBC Chief Executive Imtiaz Farookhi said: "While December is 
always a short month in which registrations inevitably dip, the last quarter of 2011 was particularly 
weak, with little sign of the cautious growth the industry experienced earlier in the year. 
"Independent reports predict housing shortfalls over the coming years and a decline in the wider 
construction sector during 2012. Such figures are therefore a cause for concern and place even 
greater pressure on the successful delivery of the Government's Housing Strategy. 

"There is general consensus that the combined efforts of the housing and mortgage industries 
could have a positive effect on sentiment and volumes, but it is important not to underestimate the 
factors holding back new homes construction.” 

New homes in Essex 

Despite historically low residential property construction levels, numerous housebuilders are still 
working hard to increase the supply of new homes across Essex. 

Developer Charles Church is building a prestigious property development called Weald Park on the 
former site of a country mansion in Brentwood, featuring a selection of well-designed homes for 
sale. Prices range from £225,000 to £529,950. 

Bovis Homes is building a stylish development of three and four bedroom family homes close to 
the popular seaside town of Southend-on-Sea. The Pegasus development, located on Lifstan Way, 
is close to shops, sandy beaches, schools and colleges and less than a mile from the station giving 
rail links to London. Prices start from £299,950.

Ultimately, however, whether you achieve a successful sale or not within your 
chosen time frame will depend on pricing. The fact is that the market is not 
necessarily as bad as the media would have everyone believe. Sales are still 
happening, and will continue to do so - as long as asking prices are in line with 
market expectations.

Evolution of the estate 


By Steve Walker 


T hink of all that's good about BMW's 
olass-oonquering 5 Series saloon, then 
simply add spaoe. On paper, it should be 
the perfeot estate oar. Air suspension at the 
rear inoreases oomposure with a big load 
onboard and you'll be able to fit one in thanks 
to a 560-litre oapaoity. Fitted with BMW's 
super-frugal 218bhp 2.0-litre diesel engine, 
paoe and parsimony go hand in hand and the 
styling is unusually elegant for a load-lugger. 

The German marque paints a not unreoog- 
nisable pioture of the exeoutive estate market 
before the arrival of its 1991 first generation 5 
Series Touring. Before that ear, big estates 
were pared-baok workhorses to their sportier 


and more sophistioated saloon eounterparts. 
After it, they were positioned more equally 
with equivalent design and driving dynamios. 

Today many even see the estate as a more 
stylish alternative to the straight-laced saloon, 
with its extra practicality coming as a handy 
bonus. The 5 Series Touring of today is BMW's 
fourth and just like most of its predecessors, it 
has the Audi A6 Avant and Mercedes-Benz E- 
Class Estate to contend with. 

Under bodywork that's generously extended 
to the rear, the 5 Series Touring shares its 


mechanical make-up with the saloon version. 
It's the largest 5-Series yet with a 2,968mm 
wheelbase and the usual 50:50 weight distrib¬ 
ution is intact, until you hoist that flat-packed 
wardrobe into the boot. 

The power steering is electronic and speed- 
dependent, varying the amount of assistance 
to provide security at speed with a light touch 
around town. The suspension uses double 
wishbones at the front but unlike the saloon, 
the estate gets self-levelling air-suspension at 
the rear, helping it cope with those weightier 
loads. 

In the engine department, BMW appears to 
be attempting its old trick of comprehensively 
overshadowing rivals. As usual, the model 
names are familiar but you can bank on the 
powerplants they refer to reflecting the current 
state of the art. Highlights include the big sell¬ 
ing 520d with its 2.0-litre common-rail diesel 
generating 184bhp and a huge 2801b ft of 
torque. 0-62mph can be covered in 8.3s and 
this is the entry-level 5-Series. Next up is the 
525d tested here offering 218bhp and a 
crushing 3321b ft from just 1,500rpm: it can hit 
147mph and do the 0-60mph shuffle in 7.2s. 
With M Sport trim, it's even more desirable. 

The running costs of the 5 Series will be 
integral to its success or failure in a market 
sector that still largely hinges on the whims of 
fleet managers. BMW has left little to chance 
with its EfficientDynamics fuel-saving technol¬ 
ogy tweaked to new heights of parsimony. 


The 520d returns nearly 54mpg on the com¬ 
bined cycle with 137g/km emissions. It's star¬ 
tling stuff for a car the size of a 5 Series 
Touring and even the more muscular 525d 
tested here manages 53.3mpg with 138g/km 
of C02. 

Aside from the advanced combustion sys¬ 
tems whirring away within the engines, there 
are a number of clever features grouped 
under the EfficientDynamics banner which 
help achieve these returns. 

The 525d features Auto Start-Stop as stan¬ 
dard to cut the engine when it's stationary in 
traffic. There's an optimum gear shift indica¬ 
tion with all the manual models, brake energy 
regeneration recovers kinetic energy to charge 
the battery and active aerodynamics help with 
the car's efficient movement through the air 
by sealing off the front grille at speed. Low 
rolling resistance tyres also play their part. 

Why would you choose the estate version of 
an executive car over the saloon? A few years 
back, you'd have wanted the additional boot 
space and would have been willing to make 
some compromises to get it. 

Today, cars like the BMW 5 Series Touring 
combine the technology and driving experi¬ 
ence of the saloon version with real additional 
versatility and sharp looks that many will actu¬ 
ally find preferable. Whichever way you look at 
it, the latest 5-Series 5-door has an array of 
capabilities that few cars of any description 
can match.

Finding the best deal

S HOPPING around for 
insurance cover can 
pay dividends. It sounds 
an obvious thing to say but 
so few people do it. Many 
insurance companies are 
prepared to offer special 
packages for family cover, 
female owners and drivers, 
even for non-drinkers. You 
could be saving a packet, 
particularly if you ask for a 
selection of quotes before 
you decide. 

Where you live, the make 
and age of car you drive, the 
engine size and other factors 
all naturally come in to play. 
You’ll be expecting to answer 
questions about no claims 
bonuses, accidents, convic¬ 
tions, age, address and pro¬ 
fession. 

What you might not be 
ready for are the more 
searching questions some 
companies are now asking to 
gauge the 'lifestyle' of poten¬ 
tial customers. Have you a 
child?; do you smoke - and if 
so, how many a day?; is your 
home rented or mortgaged? 

Once you’ve provided all 
the answers, you have to 
choose which type of cover 
you prefer. If you can afford it, 
fully comprehensive is always 
the best policy - insurance 
always seems expensive until 
you need it. Most of us will 
accept that premise, however 
ruefully after that first serious 


prang. But what is hard to 
accept is how difficult it is to 
shop around and get a ‘sen¬ 
sible’ insurance quote in the 
first place. 

Even when you have a fairly 
ordinary request, the variation 
in quotes, no claims bonuses 
and excess options can pro¬ 
duce a mystifying variation in 
quotes. Your insurance bro¬ 
ker might well be fed up that 
the companies he deals with 
are selling direct and under¬ 
cutting him. 

One sure way to keep 
insurance down is to select 
your car with the premium in 
mind. Next time you go out 
to buy a new one, do not just 
think about a budget priced 
alternative that is easy to ser¬ 
vice and cheap to run; ask 
about the insurance grouping 
too. 

Of course, the people who 
get hit hardest by the insur¬ 
ance companies are young 
drivers - those who can least 
afford the high premiums. If 
that is you, what can you do? 

Well, if you only need a car 
to get out and about at 
weekends, you might well be 
able to share your mum’s, 
especially if hers is the sec¬ 
ond car in the family. It will 
probably work out cheaper 
on insurance, too, as your 
parents’ broker should be 
able to add you to the 
schedule without too much 
trouble and without sending 
the premium through the 



roof. Providing of course, that 
the family car is not a 
souped-up GTi or other 
sporty model. 

Shop around all the same - 
the best deal for your parents 
alone won’t necessarily mean 
the best overall when your 
name goes on the policy. The 
same will apply when you do 
finally get around to insuring 
your own car. As I’ve said, 
rates do vary considerably 
from policy to policy - and 
the big national companies 
with the freephone numbers 
won’t automatically give you 
the cheapest quote. 

Get the best cover you can 
afford - and remember, insur¬ 
ance is expensive until you 
need it.
